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EDITOR'S NOTES 


EVENTS OF NOTE: Once again the situation in the Congo 
is confused and uncertain; the fact that participants in the Malagasy 
Conference decided to establish a confederation has apparently solved 
little. That confederation is to consist of three principal central insti- 
tutions: one to handle policy at the presidential level; another, foreign 
relations; and a third, state coordination. But implementation of this 
decision is beset by the problem of formalizing the agreement, the 
complex feud with the United Nations, and the insistence of those in 
power in Eastern and Kivu provinces that they alone represent the 
Congolese people ... The positive response in France to the January 
referendum and the instrumental efforts of Tunisian Information 
Minister Mohammed Masmoudi have opened the way to negotiations 
between the French Government and the Algerian Provisional gov- 
ernment (see Appendix) on April 7... The still churning Laotian 
crisis permits only a cursory review of recent events in that troubled 
country. King Savang Vathana’s appeal for a commission sponsored 
by Malaya, Burma and Cambodia to maintain Laotian neutrality was 
refused by the latter two countries. Later a meeting between Sou- 
vanna Phouma and General Nosavan, aimed at establishing a coalition 
government, was overshadowed by the continued activity of the major 
powers. What the future will hold for Laos is unknown; but that 
future lies outside Laotian control is clear. 


EVENTS TO WATCH: Israel’s domestic crisis, deeply in- 
volved in the competition which has developed between the Mapai 
Party and the Histadrut and now compounded by the questionable 
jurisdiction and emotional prejudices surrounding the Adolf Eich- 
mann case, may be resolved in the August 15th elections . . . The 
West Indies Federation will send representatives to London on May 
31 to negotiate a final independence agreement for the islands of 
Jamaica, Trinidad, Granada, St. Vincent, Barbadoes, St. Lucia, Do- 
minica, Montserrat, Antigua and St. Kitts... Western Samoa, a New 
Zealand UN Trust Territory, will conduct a plebiscite on the question 
of independence in May.
